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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed December 5, 2003 has been received 
and has been considered and made of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-2, 5-8, and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). 

Re claims 1-2, 6-8, and 12; AAPA discloses a write precompensation amount 
setting method, comprising: setting an optimum write precompensation amount at a low 
temperature (page 3, lines 1-5) according to respective head characteristics (page 3, 
lines 1-5; page 1 , lines 25 - page 2, line 2; error rate caused by peak shift, i.e. NLTS) 
with an electric current used at an ordinary temperature (page 2, lines 20-22; 40mA), 
and at a irregular electric current (page 2, lines 23-25; 50mA), wherein the irregular 
electric current is an electric current higher than the electric current used at the ordinary 
temperature (page 2, lines 20-25). 

Re claims 5 and 1 1 ; AAPA discloses obtaining a precompensation amount of 
each head with an electric current higher than the electric current used at the ordinary 
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temperature (page 3, lines 5-1 1 ; an additional 4% above the write precompensation at 
the ordinary temperature), and determining a write precompensation amount at the low 
temperature according to the obtained precompensation amount (page 4, lines 2-1 1 ). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3-4 and 9-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Re claims 3 and 9; the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest that the 
irregular electric current is an electric current lower than the electric current used at the 
ordinary temperature. 

Re claims 4 and 10; the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest obtaining a 
precompensation amount of each head with an electric current lower than the electric 
current used at the ordinary temperature, and determining a write precompensation 
amount at the low temperature according to the obtained precompensation amount.
